APPREHENSION OF THE WEST MOULSEY. GANG 
or an pe F 

Lonpon, Sept. 1.— public will be glad to 
hear that the dering gang of are which 
committed the memorable robbery in the house 
of the Rev. Mr. Warrington, at West Moulney, 
in November last, and been the terror of the 
villages in the vicinity of the metropolis, where 
they have, during the last eighteen monthe, car- 
vied oa “a system of plunder with an impunity 
that defied the skill and exertions of the most 
intelligent and experienced officers of pelice to 
detect, is at length likely to meet with that re- 
tributive justice which the crimes of the gang 
20 well merit. 

The history of the gang and their plag for 

ing of their ill-gotten property would, if 
given in detail, occupy too much e in the 
columns of a public journal, but a brief account 
of some of their exploits, and the manner in 
which ‘they have been denounced to the police, 
we shall briefly narrate. 

The gang, whieh consisted of five desperate 
fellows, at the head of which was a man named 
Banks, who had been tried at the Old Batley for 
robbery, and. was for some time an inmate of 
Newgate, committed the burglary at the house 
of the Rev. Mr. Warrington, at West Moulsey, 
on the night of the 20th of November last. ‘The 
particulars of their dragging Mr. Warrington and 
his wife and servant from their beds, tying them 
with cords, locki them in the cellar, and 
stealing his A ng Be &e., must be atill in 
the recollection of our readets. Tho almost un- 
paralleled daring of the outrage excited at the 
time a very strong public feeling against the vil- 
lains, but notwithstanding the large reward 
which was advertised for the apprehension of 
the thieves, and the offer made by his Majesty 
of a free pardon to any one of them who would 
impeach bie coadjutors, and be the means of 
bringing them to justice, no clew was obteined 
that was likely to lead to the detection till with 
in the last few weeks. The gang committed & 
burglary in the dwelling-house of J. Campion, 
Esq. at Waltham-cross, on the night of the 20h 
May last. They cut out the pannel of a back 
door, and by introducing a hand withdréw the 
| fastenings Amongst other property, they car- 
ried off a green top coat, the property of Mr 
| Campion; five men were seen early on the morn- 

ing going away from the back part of Mr. Cain 
| pron’s house with bundles 
When the gang had obtained a ‘ swag'’ 
(booty) of what in their slang language is term 
ed ** pewter’’ (silver plate,) they used to du 
pose of it to a well-known “ fence,’’ named Joe 
| Barnett, who immediately consigned it to the 
melting pot. Barnett was what is called a deal 
er, and traded at the coffee room in Duke's 
place, where the lower class of Jew deulers 
congregate to purchase and exchange commo 
dities. He was apprehended a little more than 
three months ago by Herdsfield, the city officer, 
| charged with stealing a quantity of silver plate 
| The robbery lad taken place a few days before, 
and Herdsfield rcei g a porter, followed by the 
prisoner, stopped the porter, who w 
| the stolen property; Barnett ran a 
fected his escape

The porter proved that he

perty, and he was ignorant that mt had been 
| Seaton. On the following day Merdsfield met 
the prisoner near Finsbery-equare, and saw hitn

his trial, he was convicted and sentenced to 
transportation for life, he being an old offender 
The Moulsey gang were the parties who actu 
ally stole the plate in question, of which Bar 
nett was the receiver only.

Both Mr. and Mrs. Warrington identified Banks 
as one of the gang of robbers who entered their 
bed-room, and red their house on the 
night ef the 20th of November last. Mre. War- 
ringtan declared that he (Banks) was the per- 
ton, who, when violence was offered to hor by 
one of the robbers, interfered in her behalf, and 
that’Be was the robber who pro d to carry 
their bed and elothes into the steoes prevent 
them from taking cold. The most important 
evidence aflecting Banks was that of Mrs, Bar- 
nett, the wife of the convict who is now in New- 
gate. She stated that her husband bought some 
of the stolen property, and thet Banks made 
her « pr tofab h, whieh he said was 
part ef the booty, She produced the brooch, 
whieh she had worn ever since. 

Mr. Warrington, on seoing the brooth, de- 
clared that it was his property, and was stolen
